Both Mr. and Mrs . ISamos o^ted that Oswald ali/ays spoke in a 
foreign language, posnibly^usnian; that at times the Oswalds 
appeared to be arguing in i foreign language, which they could 
not understand. They had never heard Mrs . Oswald speaking in 
English. ... 

On 1-14-64 SilC Rice and I interviewed Hr. E ric R ogers^ who ^ 
occupies _ the small front apartment at A^T^Ma g a z 
Qyleans.* Mr*. Rogers stated that he ano^iTs‘“wife^naci ^ "moved to 
this apartment about June or July 1963 and that the Oswald couple 
wore occupying an apartment at this 3 ame address when they moved 
in.
